Progress Of The C. N. R. 


The most encouraging reading matter to be laid before the people of Can 
aca for many years was that setting forth the complete operating results of 
the Canadian National Railways for the year 1925, supplemented a few weeks 
later by the statement made to Parliament by Hon. C. A, Dunning, the new 
Minister of Kailways. The Canacian National Railways, and its predecessors 
in the varions separate lines whieh now constitute the National system, have 
fer so long been a financal burden on the Canadian taxpayer, that it is a dis- 
tinct reliof to reac the really splendid showing of the system Yast year, and 
che further betterments already reported for 1926 

The net earnings of the Cansdian National last year were nearly double 
tnose of 1924, being $22,264.1b4 as compared with $17,244,251. This substan 
lial bottcrment was brought about in two ways, by an increase of nearly ten 


iiitlion dollars in eperetir revenues, and a decrease of over five and one- 
nalf mi tions in opere # cXpenses Net earnings in 1925 were twelve times 
What they were in 19 

Supplementing this annual statement for 1925, Mr. Dunning was able to in 
form Parliament that for the first four months of 1926, net earnings of the 
Canadian National amounted to $9,689,217, a record for any similar period 
in,;the history of the amaleamated system, and the Minister was therefore 
in the happy position of being able to say that “given a reasonably good har- 
vest and freedom from tratlic losses due to labor difficulties it may be pos- 
sible for the National Railways to pay this year their entire interest charges 
due the public.” 

That is to say, if present condilions are maintained, and. the promise ot 
the 1926 crop reaiized, the Canedian people this vear will not be called upon 
to make good any deficit out of taxes. :

the Canadian National management, showed an operating profit during the 
frst four months of 1926 The National Railways are carrying cargoes to 
the ships, and the ships are bringing traffic to the railway 

Sometimes operating betterments are shown by cutting down expenditures 
in the provision of needed equipment and in maintaining a railway fully up to 
standard. In the case of the Canadian National, however, it is satisfactory to 
learn that this is not the case On the contrary, the physical condition otf 
the system has been steadily improved and better, not less satistactory, service
